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SU’s Master Plan reveale

Salisbury University President 
Janet Dudley-Eshbach had a Spe- 
cial Press Preview to introduce the 
much-anticipated “New Facilities 
Master Plan” to the SU Community 
on Tuesday, Nov. 11. Although the 
new Henson Science Hall ended a 
12-year building drought, SU’s 
president said she feels that the new 
master plan is within reach. 

Although she does not expect the 
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Despite this “need for space,” 
president said, “Keep in mind — 4 
does have room to grow.” Included 
in the latter portion of the master 
plan is more student housing. Phase 
Two of University Park will create 
an additional 315 beds for the Fall 
2004 semester. 

According to Dudley-Eshbach, 
this will be enough to make up for 
her anticipated loss in student hous- 
ing as a result of the enactment of 
the four-to-two law, which has left

state to fund everything, she does 
hope that the economy will turn 
around sooner rather than later. 
“Let’s hope that the economic 
downturn is short lived,” she said, 
adding that SU’s facilities and 
grounds have not Kept pace with the 
academic and athletic achievements 
campus-wide. 

In her preliminary statement, 
Dudley-Eshbach said that even with 
SU’s current student body, which 
did not increase or decrease from 
last year, there is still a need for 
physical space in nearly every as- 
pect of campus life — ranging from 
classrooms to offices to athletic 
fields. 

“We're turning away ever-better 
quality students,” said Dudley- 
Eshbach. “I don’t want classes with 
50 or more students.” According 
to the president, there were 5,800 
applicants last spring for a freshman 
class of 950. “This campus was 
probably designed for 2,000,” she 
said. There are over 6,000 students 
enrolled at SU and about 1,700 of 
them live on campus alone. 





a bitter taste in the mouths of many 
SU students. 

Generally, the master plan illus- 
trates that all academic buildings 
will stay on the West Campus, lo- 
cated west of Route 13, and inten- 
tions are to expand the athletic fa- 
cilities on the East Campus, located 
east of Route 13. Dudley-Eshbach 
said that there is a letter of intent 
between SU and the owner of the 
Dresser Factory, and that obtaining 
this capital is “very key” to the fu- 
ture of the university. 

CSD Architects, Inc. is the archi- 
tectural firm that has collaborated 
with SU to produce this master 
plan. The architects noticed that 
there was no true entrance or front 
door to the campus, and therefore 
suggested that there be a more wel- 
coming location on the perimeter of 
SU. 

This front door is suggested to be 
at the intersection of West College 
Avenue and Route 13, so that when 
one is traveling south on Route 13, 
he or she can approach a more wel- 
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coming campus. 

At this intersection, on the west 
side of campus in the corner is the 
projected first 
new building in 
the master plan 
— an education 
technology 
building with an 
estimated cost 
of $51 million. 
Dudley- 
Eshbach. said 
that she has 
been successful 
in gaining these 
funds and that 
the construction 
is intended to 
begin in 2007. 
Its location is 
Significant at 
the new front 
door to campus 
since the foun- 
dations of SU were primarily di- 
rected toward education and teach- 
ing. 

There are a couple other academic 
buildings in the master plan foun- 
dation that will attempt to relocate 
the Perdue School of Business and 
just provide more academic teach- 
ing space. According to the presi- 
dent, a new library will be built in 
the location of the existing 
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Caruthers Hall. 
“As we develop, we want to keep

to the president, we are the only 
University of Maryland Systems 
School with a campus arboretum. 
A parking garage is proposed to 
be located in the existing parking 
lot adjacent to Caruthers Hall and 
Route 13, providing 800 new park- 
ing spots. Also, the master plan il-

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Suicide bombers kill 23 in Tur- 
key 


At least 23 people were killed 
and more than 300 were injured 
when suicide bombers drove by 
two Istanbul synagogues and 
detonated their vehicles last Sat- 
urday. Security cameras mounted 
outside the synagogues taped 
several men driving past the 
places of worship before their ve- 
hicles exploded, and may hold 
clues to the attack. Four men 
were detained and questioned by 
Turkish authorities but were re- 
leased, though they had been 
called suspects. Al Qaeda, Abu 
Hafs al Masri Brigade and Al 
Majalah have all claimed respon- 
sibility for the attacks, but at time 
of press officials had not yet de- 
termined who was actually be- 
hind it. 


Saddam tape calls for 
resistance 


An audiotape allegedly recorded 
by Saddam Hussein was broad- 
cast on Arabic news network Al 
Arabiya last Sunday, calling for 
resistance against the U.S. The 
recording stated that the Muslim 
holy month of Ramadan would 
be “the month of victories.” Al 
Arabiya officials said the tape 
was played over the phone by an 
anonymous caller, but they sus- 
pected it was genuine. President 
Bush responded by saying that 
the U.S. would not leave Iraq 
until the job was done, “pure and 
simple.” 


Hampton University loses 
newspaper funding 


The American Society of News- 
paper Editors withheld its 
$55,000 grant to Hampton Uni- 
versity after the school’s admin- 





istration confiscated the school 
newspaper for not running a 
particular item on the school’s 
front page. According to stu- 
dents on the newspaper staff, 
the administration confiscated 
an issue of the newspaper be- 
cause a letter from the 
university’s acting president 
was put on the third page in- 
stead of the first page. ASNE 
stated that because of the 
school’s censorship, they would 
not give the school money for 
its 2004 summer training pro- 
gram for high school journalism 
teachers. 


USS. ozone negotiations fail 


Environmental negotiations to 
determine whether or not the 
U.S. can increase the use of a 
fumigant that destroys the 
ozone layer but increases crop 
productivity failed this week. 
Instead, the U.S.’s request to in- 
crease the percentage of methyl 
bromide from 30 percent of pre- 
vious levels to 38.2 percent in 
2005 will be debated at a meet- 
ing next year in Nairobi, Kenya. 
Methyl bromide kills soil pests 
before crops are planted but has 
been found to destroy the ozone 
layer, and under the Montreal 
Protocol, all developed nations 
are due to phase out the fumi- 
gant by January 1, 2005. Ap- 
proximately 180 countries were 
due to vote on the U.S.’s request 
to increase the use of the fumi- 
gant, but the vote did not take 
place.

Parking is a very acute problem 
at Salisbury University. 

A frustrated student expresses 
a common feeling among stu- 
dents: 


Parking is a serious problem that 
needs to be addressed as soon as 
possible. I arrived 30 minutes 
ahead of time for an 11 am class 
and circled the parking lot for 
parking until it was 11 am. I was 
forced to park in the parking lot 
located by the Asbury Method- 
ist Church and walk to my class. 
By that time it was 11:15 am and 
I was late. My professor had 
ridiculed a fellow student for 
being five minutes late the week 
before. As a result, I felt intimi- 
dated to walk into class so late 
only to be ridiculed myself. This 
is a position that I should not 
have to see myself in. I'm an 
international student and my 
parents paid US$6226 for me to 
attend school this semester. It 
is not fair that I pay tuition and 
parking and still cannot find a 
place to park, because there is 
no ample parking for students. 
I am glad that I will be graduat- 
ing from SU this December 
2003. As a spokesperson for the 
Education Department in my 
country, I will not have good 
comments to make regarding 
SU. It's the small things that 
count sometimes, that make the 
difference. This small thing has 
become a BIG issue for me, as 
it has impeded upon my class 


time and the way I am viewed 
by my inconsiderate professor. 


This issue is being addressed 
by the Master Facilities Plan: 


The new 10-year master facili- 
ties plans calls for two garages 
to be built on the main campus 
as well as additional parking 
(with regular shuttle transport 
to the main campus) to be made 
available on the east campus. 
How quickly this parking facil- 
ity expansion can take place 
will depend on creative plan- 
ning and available auxiliary 
funding. Some additional 
parking should be opened 
within the next few years. In 
the meantime, 


Jim Phillips, Director of Pub- 
lic Safety, offers this sugges- 
tion: 


It appears that the student is try- 
ing to park in the parking lots 
along Rt. 13. These spaces are 
usually full from approxi- 
mately 9am until late in the af- 
ternoon. The only spaces that 
do come open are those from 
students leaving a class. There 
are always other cars waiting 
in the lot to fill those spaces. 
This student found the solution 
to parking. That is, instead of 
waiting in the lot for a space to 
open, park in a farther out lot 
and walk to class. The options 
are: the Asbury Church lot, the 
Scarborough Leadership Cen- 
ter lot, or Wayne Street by the 
Athletic fields (shuttle bus runs 
regularly to Maggs P.A.C.) 


One can typically save time by 
going to an open lot and walk- 
ing 5-10 minutes than trying to 
get lucky for a space to open in 
the Rt. 13 lots.

Although not a com- 
mittee member, he voted on Foun- 
dation actions, participated in 
Board events and assisted with 
fundraising.

ies, the Henson School of Science 
and Technology and the Fulton 
School of Liberal Arts. Having all 
of the university schools endowed 
is ararity among public institutions 
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nationwide. 

In 1994, Perdue gave an addi- 
tional $1 million to the Business 
School in recognition of it achiev- 
ing Association to Advance Colle- 
giate of Business (AACSB) Inter- 
national accreditation, a distinction 
shared by only one-quarter of the 
business schools in the country. 

Overall, many feel that the finan- 
cial support provided by Frank Per- 
due was critical to SU’s current rec- 
ognition as one of the best public 
Universities in the region. “I am 
always going to have a special place 
in my heart for Perdue. The lead- 
ership gift provided by the Perdue 
family has helped make Salisbury 
University what it is today,” said SU 
President Janet Dudley-Eshbach.

lustrates that Dogwood Village, 
which despite its temporary expec- 
tations, is celebrating its 17th birth- 
day, and the Allenwood Shopping 
Center, currently owned and leased 
out by the University Foundation 
for $1.7 million, will both be re- 
placed with more parking spaces in 
the future. 

‘With the idea to encourage fresh- 
men to stay on campus,” said 
Dudley-Eshbach, “we have pro- 
posed more student housing.” This 
will be located in the existing park- 
ing lot adjacent to Chester and 
Severn Hall and the Commons. 

A new visitors center and public 
safety building is intended to be lo- 
cated where the existing public 
safety building is. Also planned is 
anew performing arts center to hold 
up to 1,500 people. 

On the “new” East Campus, lo- 
cated near the Dresser Facility, the 
master plan outlines provisions for 
a new Field House along with out- 
door tennis courts to assist in keep- 
ing the thriving athletics program 
up to scale. Also, a new Physical 
Plant is to be built there. 

“We want what is on the other 
side of Route 13 to feel more cam- 
pus-like,” said the president. A 
renovation of the press box at the 
existing Seagull Stadium is also 








included in the master plan. 

With improvements to the over- 
all campus being a major intention 
of the master plan, the president 
also placed emphasis on keeping all 
buildings to scale. She said that the 
brick style and the size and level of 
the future buildings should be simi- 
lar to that of the existing buildings. 

Other ideas mentioned by the 
president include a “Maroon and 
Gold Club,” a slightly fancier res- 
taurant where students can take 
their parents and professors to din- 
ner. Also, Dudley-Eshbach wants 
to renovate the Fireside Lounge and 
turn it into a more casual area for 
students to hang out.

Last Wednesday afternoon at 
4:40p.m, students and staff in the 
Guerieri University Center were 
interrupted from their everyday rou- 
tines by first a power outage and 
then an emergency alarm. Within 
moments of the evacuation, several 
fire trucks and ambulances were 
dispatched to the scene, as onlook- 
ers watched in interest and disbe- 
lief. 

With the power to the entire uni- 
versity affected, all classes after five 
were cancelled, creating confusion 
among students as the exact nature 
of the problem. Although the cause 
of the short was released as electri- 
cal, no official cause was ever given 
for the disturbance, however it 
seems to have been caused by one 
of the delightful furry little crea- 
tures that the SU campus is over- 
run with. 

“A squirrel caused a short in the 
campus high voltage electrical sys-

tem which blew a fuse causing a 
partial power outage, single phas- 
ing. Once the university deter- 
mined there was a single phasing 
condition the university cut the 


power off to the campus until an 
outside contractor, Connectiv, could 
repair the problem,” said Kevin 
Mann, director of Physical Plant. 





As to the fire company being dis- 


patched in response to the fire 
alarm; “There was not a fire. In the 
GUC, air handler thirteen, above 
the ceiling in the first floor restroom 
(women’s) had its motor short out 
as a result of the single phasing. 
This motor smoked as the wiring 
shorted out,” said Mann. 

The cause of the smoke was in- 
spected by the fire department, 
which left at approximately 
4:45p.m., after determining that 
there was no fire or danger. People 
were then allowed back into the 
building, which remained on 
backup generators until approxi- 
mately 6:10p.m. 

Power was out for the entire cam- 
pus for only about two hours, but 
the estimate given to the university 
by Connectiv at least a four-hour 
downtime. The decision by the 
Office of the President and Provost 
to cancel classes was appropriate 
considering the considerable incon- 
venience of operating a classroom 
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Squirrel shorts out power, 





without electricity. However, many 
on campus felt the nuisance of the 
disturbance caused by the power 
outage. 

“I was working on a two-page 
paper for my class that I had almost 
finished when the power went out, 
and the guy said that there would 
be no way to retrieve it, so now I 
guess I have to do it over, “ said 
Jayme Manelli, a student working 
in the GUC computer lab at the time 
of the incident. 

Besides those in the labs and 
buildings at time of the black out, 
students living on campus had to 
deal without power during the two 
hours that the problem was being 
corrected, while off-campus stu- 
dents came to class to find dark 
buildings and cancelled classes. 
However rare the chances are of the 
incident reoccurring, it is a re- 
minder of how something so small 
as a squirrel can trigger a campus- 
wide problem.

Student action is severely 
needed! Would you call $55 
million a lack of funds? Or 
the environment an irrelevant 
concern? Not likely. As a part 
of the campus community we 
all have a responsibility to par- 
ticipate in decisions involving 
our futures. Though the con- 
struction of the new education 
building isn’t scheduled to be- 
gin until 2006, the plans are 
being drawn now. At a talk 
on Nov. 10, Jeff Downes, who 
is coordinating the new build- 
ing on campus, said that a 
questionnaire was sent out to 
students for input on Henson? 
Does anyone remember that? 
Considering that it takes sev- 
eral years of planning before 
any construction begins, send- 
ing out a brief questionnaire 
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in the same year of construc- 
tion does not allow for suffi- 
cient student input. 

When in office, Governor 
Glendenning enacted a law, 
which required all state 
funded building projects to 
meet a certain environmental 
standard, called the LEED 
(Leadership in Energy and 
Environmental Design) Silver 
Standard. At this level, $1.00 
per square foot of energy costs 
would be saved, allowing for 
a pay-off in just 3-5 years, sav- 
ing 40-50% of the energy, 
which would typically be 
wasted in a standard building. 

Unfortunately, just 4 weeks 
ago, the new governor Ehrlich 
decided to abolish this stan- 
dard and make another step 
backwards towards increased 
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climate change and a more 
endangered planet. The 
LEED standard includes in- 
sulation, optimizing energy 
performance, green power, 
renewable energy, and oper- 
able windows. 
The Environmental Students 
Association of Salisbury 
University is asking that our 
university take the leadership 
we expect it to exemplify, by 
following these standards for 
environmental responsibility.

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Commentary: Real Life, Disney, 


and Gender in Hollywood

Movies for adults and children are 
made for the masses. Messages are 
placed into movies to get a message 
across for the good or bad. Execu- 
tives that consist of white older men 
who do not experience life like me 
and you. Is it fair that the super- 
powerful make movies that suppos- 
edly represent the average person? 

I ask the following of the reader 
to take these points into consider- 
ation: do Disney movies project 
hurtful images of women to chil- 
dren? Overall, in what ways do 
movies affect our look on life and 
on especially on gender? Are the 
images in movies really a reflection 
of society? 

I am not a raging advocate on 
political correctness, but I do enjoy 
seeing flaws in a social construct 





of life. Realization moment: noth- 
ing will ever be perfect. Change 
will not occur unless problems are 
recognized. One of the problems 
facing America is that of images 
that may not necessarily seem prob- 
lematic from the outside, but could 
be detrimental to society inside the 
substance of movies. 

I chose to write about gender in 
Disney because time after time, we 
read about how Disney puts in 
sexual innuendos and references. 
Instead of focusing on the myth, I 
decided to tackle the angle from a 
social scientist’s perspective. 

Let me set up a model for action 
before diving into Disney movies 
that we have grown up to love. I 
should lead into some psycho- 
babble to set up the models that will 
be presented in my argument. 





Social cognition authors Susan T. 
Fiske and Shelly E. Taylor describe 
a schema or script, as a method in 
which future actions are set up. The 
sexual script has three levels: cul- 
tural, interpersonal, and intrapsy- 
chic. For a sexual script, each event 
paves the way for an event to oc- 
cur. Influences are learned through 
the collective life, specific contexts, 
and personal goals, which pave way 
for a script to take place. 

For example, while conducting 
research, Fiske and Taylor found 
that men and women both believe 
that a certain rank of actions leads 
to a one-night stand. Using the 
Fiske and Taylor mode of explain- 
ing actions, movies could easily be 
viewed a source of constructing 
methods and modes of behavior. In 
lamest terms, because we watch 





movies, passively we are using the 
images to create our own sexual 
lives and expectations. 

So how serious are movies to 
society’s perceptions of reality es- 
pecially with gender in focus? 
When examining Disney movies, I 
found that on the surface that 
Disney movies are fun yet have dis- 
turbing underlying. For example, 
Kathy Maio, a feminist journalist 
in Boston analyzes “Snow White.” 

Snow White was the heroine of 
the first full-length animated film, 
“Snow White and the Seven 
Dwarfs,” in 1937. Snow White is 
young, pretty, virginal, sweet-na- 
tured and obedient. She doesn't 
mind housework because she is sure 
that a rich young man will soon 
come and take her away. 

When Snow White is afraid, she 
runs away and falls down in tears. 
When she finds shelter in a dirty 
little house in the woods, she im- 
mediately cleans it. When she lives 
there, she continues to do the house- 
work: the group of (small) work- 
ing males who live in the house 
clearly need a 'mother' to clean for 
them. 

This is Snow White's natural role, 
one who cleans takes care of the 
men. No worries for Snow White? 
Nope. Snow White's enemy is her 
wicked and powerful stepmother. 
(Another typical Disney character 
is the evil older women, who have 
a lot of power. She is always de- 
stroyed.) Snow White's wicked 
stepmother tricks Snow White into 
eating a poisoned apple and she 
falls into a coma. The dwarfs can- 
not help her. 

Snow White must wait until she 
is rescued by the kiss of a handsome 
prince, and then she rides off hap- 
pily with her new love. This is typi- 
cal of Disney's movies. Young 
women are naturally happy home- 
makers; they wait (like Snow White 
in her coma) until a man comes 
along to give them life. 

Maio continues with her analysis 
with “The Little Mermaid.” Seems 
that Disney did not pay much at- 
tention to the Women's Movement 
because Ariel is the same as earlier 
Disney heroines, except that she is 
somewhat sexy and wears a bikini 
made from shells. And the answer 
to all her dreams is to get her man. 

Ariel will do anything to make the 
prince fall in love with her. She 





even gives up her voice so that she 
can have legs. What message does 
this movie give to young girls - 


"Keep quiet and be beautiful” and 


fortune will come? Disney movies 
have happy endings, and so Ariel 
gets her voice back and she is able 
to keep her prince. On the other 
hand, she loses everything else. 
When she becomes human and 
marries the prince, she must leave 
behind her underwater home, her 
father and friends. She gives up 
everything in her life for romance. 
That's okay for a fairy tale, but is it 
a good idea in real life to passively 
send out messages such as those to 
little girls and boys? 

Children view the images Disney 
creates and could develop ideas 
based on those stories. From those 
stories, little girls and boys could 
unconsciously take on the gender 
roles that are presented in the tales 
even if the messages are not in- 
tended. 

When adults view images gender 
on the big screen, does it necessar- 
ily agree with how society is 
viewed? How many times is soci- 
ety bombarded with images of su- 
per good-looking men and women 
on the big screen? In fact, it is al- 
most a norm that actors are good 
looking. Actors such as Tom 
Cruise, Julia Roberts, and Brad Pitt 
grace the screen while taking on 
roles of everyday people; however, 
are the roles actors such as those 
everyday people? 

“When we add to the above facts 
the importance placed on physical 
beauty, we get a picture of a media 
culture which seems to place exces- 
sive value on good looks, white- 
ness, maleness, and youth. In the 
quest for blockbusters, we seem to 
have lost our sense of truth and fair- 
ness. I don't believe that this is who 
we really are, or how we want to 
see ourselves as a society,” said M. 
Lynda Robinson, a writer for New 
England Film Review. 

I make these points because it 1s 
good to recognize that even some 
of society’s safe outlets of clean fun 
can be considered harmful. I want 
to restate that I am not a nut about 
political correctness, but do have a 
good time examining one of the 
most prevalent forms of entertain- 
ment, movies. Think about the 
questions posed and remember, is 
innocent fun always at face value?

Last week Rancid made their first 
club visit to Philadelphia since No- 
vember of 2000. Rancid's first na- 
tional tour since 2000 is in support 
of their newest album “Indestruc- 
tible,” which came out in August. 

There has been much talk sur- 
rounding the new album, for two 
major reasons. The first is the 
breakup of Rancid frontman Tim 
Armstrong and his wife Brody, the 
lead singer of the Distillers. Many 
of the songs on “Indestructible” 
convey the emotional turmoil 
Armstrong went through after the 
split, from the single "Fall Back 
Down" to "Back Up Against the 
Wall." 

The second reason for the buzz 
surrounding “Indestructible” is 
Rancid's signing with Warner 
Brothers Records. Rancid has been 
a part of Epitaph/Hellcat Records 
since their first release in 1993. 
Interestingly enough, “Indestruc- 
tible” was produced by Brett 
Gurewitz, owner of Epitaph 


Records. Record labels have been 
trying to get Rancid to jump for 
years, ever since the brilliant record, 
“Out Come the Wolves,” was re- 


_ leased in 1995. In a unique record 


deal, Warner Brothers does not ap- 
pear anywhere on “Indestructible,” 
and Hellcat Records retains the 
rights to Rancid's catalogue of mu- 
Sic. 

With these issues in mind, getting 
the chance to see Rancid tour again 
on a national level would be an in- 
teresting experience, not only to see 
what type of fans come out to see 
the band, but also to see how the 
new songs would sound live. Ran- 
cid was part of this summer's 
Warped Tour, however, the tour 
gives fans only a glimpse of what a 
particular band sounds like live. 
Seeing a band like Rancid in a club 
like the Electric Factory is much 
more conducive to the band's 
sound. Also on the card the evening 
were Roger Miret and the Disasters, 
The Slackers and Tiger Army. The 
anticipation for Rancid to hit the 


stage could be felt all evening long, 


even from the opening bands. It 
seemed like even longtime Rancid 
fans were not turned away because 
of the major label jump.

“Love Actually” is the best movie 
I have seen all year.

Next is the actors one with 
nearly all of the cast members, in- 
cluding Elijah Wood, Orlando 
Bloom, Bernard Hill and many oth- 
ers. The other two commentaries 
feature the movie’s design team and 
the post-production crew. All of 
this is not even scratching the sur- 
face of what the DVD contains. 

On discs three and four of the 
DVD contains the Appendices. The 
two discs add up to over six hours 
of material, all which is informa- 
tive, entertaining and full of top 
notch production qualities. 

Disc three contains how the 
movie’s creators went about trans- 
lating the book in the pre-produc- 
tion phase. They go into great de- 
tail on how hard it was to adapt the 
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A DVD set that towers over all 





text and how they went about scout- 
ing New Zealand for areas to shoot 
the picture. 

On the fourth disc of the DVD 
features the actual filming and post- 
production of “The Two Towers.” 
It includes the creation of the film’s 
visual techniques, such as the CGI 
work and “Big-atures,” the scoring 
of epic movie, the tough task of 
editing such a massive amount of 
material and tons of other footage. 
Also, how the filmmakers created 
the magnificent achievement of 
Smeagol/Gollum. 

Everything that a person could 
possibly want to know about the 
making of “The Two Towers” lies 
within the special extended edition. 
While the DVD runs for around 
$30, it is so packed with excellent 
material that it is easily worth the 
cost to see what is quite simply one 
of the best looks at how films are 
made out there.

Simpsons" become 
just another cartoon’?

"The Simpsons," the longest-run- 
ning animated series ever, recently 
launched its 15th season, giving 
fans a glimmer of hope for a return 
to the quality the show offered on a 
regular basis in years past. Most 
long-time viewers would agree that 
the last several seasons have notice- 
ably lacked the sharp wit and multi- 
layered humor that was consistently 
found in the show’s "golden age," 
which is widely considered to have 
lasted from the early mid-‘90s to the 
late “90s. Since then, something has 
been sorely missing from "The 
Simpsons." 

Though Homer, Marge, Bart, Lisa 
and Maggie Simpson are still the 
central family and are still living in 
Springfield with its vast assortment 
of supporting characters, the dy- 
namics of the show have evolved 
significantly. Although there has 
certainly been some comedic pro- 
gression for the better, much of 
value has been lost. Consider the 
contrast between the old and the 
new. 

In one classic, we find Bart 
Simpson on trial for connection 
with the mob and the alleged mur- 
der of Principal Skinner. The con- 
flict is resolved when the missing 
Skinner bursts into the courtroom 
and proves Bart’s innocence by 
sharing his story of having been 
trapped under a pile of old newspa- 
pers and his dramatic escape using 
a rocket-propelled vacuum cleaner. 

In a similarly resolved episode of 
recent years, Ground’s Keeper 
Willie is on trial for the false accu- 
sation of having killed Bart and 
Homer — who were actually in hid- 
ing due to their failed "grifting" 
scam. The joke turns out to be on 
Homer and Bart — and Willie too 
— and rather than making an effort 
to explain the plot twist, the writ- 
ers of the episode cut straight to a 
concluding scene involving the en- 
tire cast riding waves on surfboards. 

The new and more ridiculous 
style may seem funnier to some, but 
for "The Simpsons" it is a step 
down. Afterall, viewers seeking a 
zany and silly puerile cartoon 
would be better off watching Nick- 
elodeon. 
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Obviously, it is not easy for writ- 
ers of any show to come up with 
quality material after multiple sea- 
sons, let alone 15. It is inevitable 
that they will run out of good ideas 
at some point. However, there is no 
excuse for the fact that recent sea- 
sons of "The Simpsons" have often 
consisted of little more than absurd 
plot line, cartoonish gags, funny yet 
hollow one-liners and a list of ce- 
lebrity guest voices that never 
seems to end. 

Whether fans believe that the 
show is in decay or not, few want 
to see it actually go off the air. The 
show’s popularity could persist for- 
ever, and as long as it is so highly 
marketable to the FOX Network, 
there is little chance of it being 
pulled. 

"The Simpsons’ has been inte- 
grated into the lives of many 
people," said junior Nicholas 
Imhoff. "To see a show leave that’s 
been on for such a long time would 
be like a death in the family." 

It is indeed possible that the past 
several seasons have been merely 
a blip on the radar screen, and that 
the best material is yet to come.
